The build­ 
ing, of wood, as are all the old 
homes in East Texas, is in good 
state of repair, but impossible to 
describe with inside lobby, out­ 
side shutters, curved windows, 
high verandas, and walled patio. 
The old South remains in part. 
The East Texas country is a 
region of beauty as far as tall 
trees and vegetation is concerned, 
but we sure wouldn’t trade their 
humidity and stickiness for this 
hot dry air out west.

In 1882 Jay Gould, the New 
York financier, came to Jefferson 
with the proposition he would run 
the railroad through the center 
of town if the people would agree, 
bringing rail service to supple­ 
ment water service. The citizen­ 
ship refused the offer, preferring 
to remain true to the means of 
transportation which had origin­ 
ally made them prosperous, so 
Gould bypassed the town and 
established headquarters and the 
railroad yards at Marshall, where 
they remain today. 
Gould was exceedingly angry, 
and in signing the register at the 
i Excelsior Hotel, with a flourish, 
* wrote “The end of Jefferson, 
Texas.” Which came true in part. 
With the failure of water cargo, 
^nd the increase in rail travel and 
freight after the railroad had 
been 
c o m p l e t e d , 
Jefferson 
dwindled to a small community. 
The hotel has on display the 
register containing the signature 
of Gould (with a drawn jay-bird 
for the Jay) in 1882, General U. 
S. Grant in 1880, and many other 
notables. Now on display is the 
private railroad car of Gould, 
which transported him to Jeffer­ 
son when he made the railroad 
offer to the people. This is quite 
an antique and well worth the 50c 
admission, which the Woman's 
Club uses for upkeep of the elab­ 
orate, wooden home on wheels. 
Many other old homes dating 
back IOO years are still being 
lived in, the residences originally 
being made of pine felled, sawed 
and erected practically from the 
ground on which they stand. 
The bayou is still there too, but 
^ tra ffic has long since ceased. 
The hotel remains today as it 
was IOO years ago, in shape and 
with many of the original trim- 
U mings, with the necessary repairs 
and restoration, of course.

SACRIFICE and 
SUCCESS 


By R. E. BELL 
Dr. C. Roy Angell, pastor of 
Central Baptist Church, Miami, 
Florida, tells this story of the 
world-f a rn o u s 
violinist, 
Fritz 
Kreisler: Recently I heard him 
play “ Danny Boy” as an encore. 
It was one of those breath-tak­ 
ing experiences. As the last note 
died tw'o thousand people sprang 
to their feet, applauding, laugh­ 
ing, and crying. Every eye was 
fixed on the violinist, who stood 
with his head bowed. 
He, too, 
had been deeply moved by the 
music of his violin. As he stood 
there I remembered a thing he 
had said many years ago: “ N ar­ 
row is the road that leads to the 
life of a violinist. 
Hour after 
hour, day after day, and week 
after week, for years, I lived with 
my violin. There w'ere so many 
things that I wanted to do that 
I had to leave undone; there were 
so many places I wanted to go 
that I had to m iss if I was to 
master the violin. The road that 
I had to travel w as a narrow’ 
road and the way was hard.” 
But the moment when he stood 
with bowed head and listened to 
the roar of applause, and saw 
the laughter and tears in this 
vast audience, he was enjoying 
abundant life. 


Fritz Kreisler became a world- 
famous violinist by sacrificing 
every form 
of 
self-indulgence 
that might interfere with his 
mastery of the violin, 
Success 
through sacrifice is a fundament­ 
al law of* progress. 
The acorn 
dies that from 
its grave the 
mighty oak may grow. The cater­ 
pillar dies that from its shroud 
the vari-colored butterfly may 
soar in the sunlight. If the grain 
of wheat does not die it abides 
alone, but if it dies it brings forth 
much fruit. Even God is not ex­ 
empt from this law. He had to 
sacrifice His Son to save the 
world. 


Jesus declared this same prin­ 
ciple when He said, “ If any man 
would be my disciple let him de­ 
ny himself, and take up his cross 
and follow me. “ Success in life 
depends upon deciding wisely as 
to what is most important, and 
then sacrificing lesser things in 
order to reach the chosen goal. 
Jesus said, “ Seek first the king­ 
dom of God and His righteous­ 
ness, and things of lesser import­ 
ance will be added. “Life is large­ 
ly determined by what we con­ 
sider of first importance, and by 
our sacrificing things of lesser 
importance in order to achieve 
that supreme objective.

Loyal to Life’s Must’s 
These exiled Jews often dreamed 
of going back. That was before 
Jerusalem fell, and before Jere­ 
miah wrote them a famous letter. 
(Jer. 29.) You will never see your 
native land again, he told them. 
The captivity will end, but not in 
your 
citizens 
where 
you 
are. 
Build 
houses, 
plant gardens live w ith ; 
your growing families. Seek the 
welfare of the city where I have 
sent you into exile . . . That m ay 
have been hard advice to take; I 
but they took it. Dreams of the j 
past can be slow poison if all they 
produce 
is 
tears. 
Dreams 
can j 
make men crazy, they can keep 
people from looking at life’s reali­ 
ties. Dream-wishes can keep men { 
from doing what is possible under 
the circumstances. Jeremiah did 
not wish these people to forget 
Jerusalem. 
He wanted them to 
recognize the Must’s of the situa­ 
tion where they were. There is 
such a thing as loyalty to the in­ 
evitable. "Shake hands with the 
Inevitable” is a good rule, for the 
really inevitable is the hand of 
Providence. 


Loyal to God 
The story of the young men who 
chose death rather than be dis­ 
loyal to God by worshiping Nebuch­ 
adnezzar's golden image, reaches 
one of its high points in what the 
young men said to the king. God 
will deliver us, they said; He is 
able to deliver us and we believe 
He will; but if not—if there is no 
God, or if He is not able to save 
us, or if He does not choose to save 
us, if He forsakes us altogether, 
we will not be disloyal to Him. 
The story is a kind of parable 
about all the loyal servants of the 
true God in great pagan Babylonia 
during those exile years. 
Many 
Jews must have been tempted to 
take over the religion of their con­ 
querors, just as after the second 
World War there was a rush to­ 
ward Christianity in Japan. Cer­ 
tainly there in Babylon there were 
many voices whispering or calling 
aloud. 
Bow down! 
Conform, 
be 
like everybody else, when you are

The 1954 amendments to the 
Social Security Act provide that 
a worker’s earning record can be 
“frozen” if he becomes totally 
and permanently disabled, Gor­ 
don James, manager of the Social 
Security office located in Fort 
Worth, Texas, said today. 
James said this does not mean 
payments will be made to the 
disabled person before he is 65 
years of age. It means that when 
he is 65, or in the case of death, 
the period of his proven disabil­ 
ity will not be counted against 
him in computing the amount of 
his own or his survivor’s pay­ 
ments. 
In some cases it can mean an 
increase in payments already be­ 
ing received by retired workers 
and their families. 
Any presently disabled person 
who can answer “YES” to each 
question below’ should do so and 
mail this form to the Fort Worth 
Social Security Office. 
1. Are you now under a dis­ 
ability which is expected to last 
at least 6 months, which began 
before you became 65 years of 
age, and which prevents you 
from doing any substantial gain­ 
ful work? 
2. Did you work in employ­ 
ment covered by the Social Se­ 
curity Act for at least 5 of the 
IO years just before this disabil­ 
ity occurred? 
3. Did you do such work for at 
least I Vt years out of the 3 years 
just before you became disabled ?

Texas possibly has a bigger percent­ 
age of large, widely patron ir ed ! airs 
than any oilier state. Several of Texas 
big regional fairs attract more visitors 
and have more impressive fairgrounds 
than state fairs in some other sections 
of the nation. 
Tile State Fair of Texas is, of course, 
tile largest annual fair in the United 
States in terms of attendance, with 
over 2% million visitors from all inerts 
of America, and a magnificent fair­ 
grounds with facilities valued at $35 
million. 
As with most fairs the country over, 
Texas events carry a heavy emphasis 
on livestock and agriculture. Entertain­ 
ment naturally (overs a wide range,

For example, when celebrated 
hamburger story broke, scores 
of ranking brass were called up 
before Congress. Yet it is rather 
specious to expect professional 
men to be businessmen. And it 
is questionable with the com­ 
plexity of modern warfare and 
defense whether nation has any 
right to expect military men to 
acquire business knowledge.

In short, Hoover Commission 
reports already indicate great 
lack in American government.
